Held Up at Pistol Point. 

One of them thrust a pistol under the 
agent's nose and demanded all the money he 
had.

Meise, however, was given no chance to use 
his weapon.

The 
shots, however. had been heard by Frank 
Johnson, who was sitting on the porch in 
front of his home, a block from the station. 
He saw two men dash out of the station and 
disappear in the darkness.

RAKES STEEL TRUST 


Prices Fixed and Territory 
Assigned at Gary Dinners, 
Declare Democrats.

DENOUNCES COL. ROOSEVELT 


— 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 2— [Special. 1 
The organization of the steel trust was not 
accompanied by a watering of stock—it was 
accompanied by a deluge. 

So says the majority report of the Stanley 
committee, which has investigated the United 
States Steel corporation. 

The mafority report assalls Theodore 
Roosevelt, declares the Gary dinners fixed 
territory, says the 
trust exerts a powerful influence in politics, 
is an enemy of organized labor, and enjoys 
a preference in tariff. 

The report of the majority Was submitted 
to the house today hy Representative Stan- 
ley of Kentucky, chairman of the committee. 


Illinois Congressman Dissents, 

The report was signed by the chairman 
and Representatives Bartlett of Georgia, Me- 
Gillleudédy of Maine, Beall of Texas, and 
Littleton of New York, Democrats; Repre- 
sentatives Gardner of Massachusetts, Dan- 
forth of New York, Young of Michigan, and 
Sterling of Illinois, Republicans, dissented 
from the report of the majority. 

Representative Sterling submitted his in- 
dividual views in a minority report and Rep- 
resentative Littleton, Democrat, dissenting 
from the recommendations of the majority 
for amendment of the Sherman anti-trust 
law, filed his views. 

Representatives Gardner and Danforth will 
unite in another mindrity report which Rep- 
resentative Young will sign and add to it 
his own findings as to the facts surround- 
ing the organization and operation of the 
steel corporation. | 


How Trust Was Built Up. 

The report of the majority deals with the 
steel trust from its inception and describes 
the various steps by which J. P. Morgan and 
his associates bullt up the corporation. 

J. P. Morgan and associates are held 
up as being the beneficiaries of enormous 
profits realized from the overcapitaliza- 
tion of the subsidiary companies of the 
steel corporation and later of the cor- 
poration itself. 

E. H. Gary and his dinners to steel man- 
ufacturers are credited with a scheme by 
which prices and territory wers controlled 
by the steel trust after pooling agree- 
ments were diecarded. 

Former President Roosevelt is indicted 
for making the control of the steel trust 
absolute, and is charged with being re- 
sponsible for the gigantic stature the trust 
has attained. 

The United States Steel corporation is 
flayed as an enemy to organised labor, 
accused of lowering the sociological con- 

. A@itiona of its employés, and of contrib- 
uting to American industry workmen and 
work methods un-American and foreign 
to the best interests of labor. 


Control Not Approved. 
In summing up its conclusions the major- 
re t says: 
* —— of corporations by the fed- 
eral government, as recommended by Mr. 
Carnegie, E. H. Gary, and others, is not ap- 
proved. Whatever may be the evil results of 
the elimination of competition from the steel 
business, it does not jugtify such a remedy 
and could pot be cured by it. Such a control, 
semi-gocialistic in its nature. is beyond the 
power vested by the constitution in the fed- 
congress. , 

27 2 mentioned jn this report can 
in a great measure be remedied by giving 
to the operations of the United States Stee! 
corporation and other like corporations the 
widest publicity, and by the strict enforce- 
ment of laws specifically inhibiting the em- 
ployment of cunning devices by which an un- 
fair advantage over competitors is secured.

VOTE OF CAR MEN 
STRONG FOR STRIKE 


Balloting of 10,600 Street 
Railway Employes Ends at 
4 J. NM. Today. 


NO IMMEDIATE WALKOUT 


At Io clock thie morning the last of ap- 
proximately 10,600 street car men gave ex- 
pression by the ballot of their views on the 
question of going on strike in the wage con- 
troversy with the Chicago Railways and the 
Ch.eago City Rallway companies. 

it is understood the vote te overwhelming- 
ly in favor of strike, but in any event there 
will be no immediate walkout, 

The polis closed after twenty-four hours of 
baNoting. It is expected that by noon the 
result will be definitely known. The pros 
pect ie that the vote will be 10 to 1. 


Leaders Discuss the Future. 

While the vote was being taken yesterday 
and last night the next step was being dis- 
cussed at their separate meeting places by 
the car leaders and officials of the street rail- 
way companies. 

In the event that it isa strike vote, the issue 
will b@ turned over to the officials of the inter- 
national car union for settlement with the 
companies. President W. D. Mahon of the 
Amalgamated Aggociation of Street and 
Electric Railway Employés will be officially 
in command. 

The car men—'if it is a strike vote—will seek 
another conference with the street railway 
officials to present the matter for further con- 
sideration. If the attitude of the railway on- 
cials is favorable to such a proposition nego- 
tiations will be resumed where they were 
dropped before the strike vote was taken. 

Should the officials refuse, arbitration will 
be suggested by the men under a provision 
in their old contract with the rallways, which 
expired at midnight July 31. 

President Mahon refused yesterday to dis- 
cuss the subject of the strike until the votes 
had been counted. Officials of the railway 
company were equally reticent. President 
L. A. Busby of the Chicago City railway de- 
clined to be interviewed. 


“No Strike,” Says Roach. 

“I do not think there wil! be a strike,” said 
John M. Roach, president of the Chicago Rai!- 
ways company. With reference to arbitra- 
tion nothing has been mentioned. I have 
not talked to any one with regard to arbitra- 
tion. There ts time enough after the vote is 
taken.“ 

From other sources it was learned that the 
companies are not unwilling to arbitrate the 
points at issue, or to resume negotiations 
with the men. Three clauses in the agree- 
ment between the employés and the com- 
panies cover a situation such as this. They 
are: 
The propertly accredited officers of the 
company agree to meet and treat with the 
properly accredited officers of the asso- 
ciation on all questions and grievances 
that may arise in the future. 

It is hereby agreed that any grievances 
that may arise in the future that cannot 
be amicably adjusted between .the prop- 
erly accredited officers of the ‘company 
and the properly accredited d¥ficers of 
the asseciation shall be submitted to a 
temporary board of arbitration, to be se- 
lected in the following manner: 

One arbitrator shall be chosen by the 
company and one by the representative 
of the association. The two arbitrators 
so chosen shall then likewise choose a 
third member and endeavor to meet daily 
for the purpose of adjusting said griev- 
ances, and the decision of a majority of 
said board, submitted in writing to the 
company and to the association, shail be 
binding upon both parties. Say

AS JURORS ACQUIT 


Georgia Woman Is Declared 
Guiltless of the Charge 
of Shooting Her 
Husband. 


CROWD IN COURT CHEERS 


Atlanta, Ga., Aug. 2.—[Special.]—“ God 
bless you, gentlemen,’ cried Mrs. Daisy 
Ulrich Opie Grace at 4:40 this afternoon, 
when the jury found her not guilty of the 
charge of shooting her husband. 

There was a note of hysteria in her voice, 
and she seemed on the verge of a collapse, 
but her lawyers patted her on the shoulder 
and urged her to restrain herself, and she 
soon became calm. 

Then the crowd in court cheeréd the ver- 
det and surged about Mrs. Grace, many of 
the women weeping. 

The deadly whiteness of Mrs. Grace's face 
was relieved by a flush and she began to 
smile. Then she approached each of the 
twelve jurors and gave them thanks. 

“I feel Uke kissing and hugging you all,. 
she said. I trusted you all the time. I 
knew you would not believe what they said 
about me.“ 


Will Go to Her Blind Son. 

Followed by a cheering throng, Mrs. Grace 
soon left the courtroom and went to the 
office of her attorney. There she received a 
telegram from her sister in Philadelphia to 
the effect that Mrs. Grace's little blind son 
is III. 

“ I’ shall go to little Webster at once, she 
said. 

Mrs. Grace intends to return to her old 
home just as soon as she can arrange some 
business here. 

The verdict was generally expected. It 
was conceded that the state failed to sustain 
the charge that Mrs. Grace had drugged and 
shot her husband and locked him in to die in 
order to get $25,000 insurance on his life. 

Mrs. Grace’s own story had a tremendous 
effect on the jury and its main statements 
were generally credited, especially those re- 
lating to the large sums she had lavished on 
Grace and his attentions to other women. 


Statement Polished by Lawyers. 

It developed today that Mre. Daisy Grace’s 
remarkable story of the shooting of her 
husband was a carefully prepared 
declamation, pruned and polished by her 
lawyers, and as carefully rehearsed as a 
dramatic offering by a professional actress. 

For over two months Mrs. Grace re- 
hearsed the statement, until she was letter 
perfect. There were 8,000 words In N. but 
Mrs. Grace never faitered once during the 
delivery. 82 

Grace was brought into court on a stretcher 
by the prosecution in an effort to cause the 
accused wife to break down, but it faffed. 

Wien her husband paralyged from the 
wound she was accused of inflicting, gazing 
at her with a cynical grin, she spoke with- 
out faiter. 

Eugene Grace was taken back to hfs home 
in Newman last night and there heard of the 
verdict this afternoon. 

I don't care what the jury said,” declared 
the paralyzed husband. “She's guilty, and

What will be done in the convention will 
be less important from a politica! point of 
view than what will be done outside. It is 
the purpose of Senator Dixon and other lead- 
ers to hold conferences with every delega- 
tion for the purpose of formulating a spe- 
cific program as to the organization of a local 
Progressive party in each state.

Speech, Roosevelt Avers. 


WOULD TALK IN ADVANCE, 


Progressive Leader Wants to State 
Views Before Convention. 


Oyster Bay, N. V. Aug. 2.—President Taft 
failed, said Col, Roosevelt today, to meet the 
live issues in his speech accepting the Re- 
publican presidential nomination 

The president confined himself largely to

tions, Col. Roosevelt contended. and seemed 
to be afraid to commit himself upon 
questions of the hour, such as the collection 
of tolls on the Panama canal. 

The colonel said he was amused by rnany 
of the president's remarks, such as hisstate- 
ment that constitutional amendments are not 
work and that referendums do not pay rent. 
He belleved that the speech was a negative, 
conservative document, which falled to catch 
the spirit of the times. 


Wants to Talk Beforehand. 

Col. Roosevelt's ‘‘confesssion of faith“ 
to be made in Chicago next week is a speech 
in which he says he takes more interest than 
amy other he has ever delivered. He was 
told that Senator Dixon had suggested a 
time later than Monday night, which the 
colonel had selected, for its delivery. 

Col. Roosevelt said he wished to make his 
speech as early as convenient, and would 
insist upon delivering it before the national 
Progressive platform was drafted. His pro- 
posals, he believes, may be regarded as 
ultra-radical in some quarters, and if the na- 
tional Progressive convention is to nominate 
him and adopt a platform to go with the 
ticket he wishes to have his views known in 
detail beforehand, so that the convention 
may act in the light of full knowledge of hig 
Position.

Each Man on His Own Worth.“ 
Declares the Colonel. 


RACE ISSUE WORKS HARM. 


Course of Old Parties in the South 
Pronounced Failure. 


New York, Aug. 2.—In a letter written to 
Julian Harris of Atlanta, Ge., editor of Un- 
cle Remus magazine. and a son of the 
late Joel Chandler Harris, Col, Roosevelt 
expresses Rijs views on the position of the 
negro in nationa! politics and the represen- 
tation of negro delegates in the convention 
of the Progressive party in Chicago. 

Many letters dealing with the subject of 
which you spoke to me have been sent to 
me within the last few days, writes the 
colonel. 

In this country we cannot permanently 
succeed except upon the basis of treating 
each man on his worth as a man. 

I believe that the Progressive movement 


| should be made from the beginning in the 


interest of honest, industrious, law-abiding 
colored men, just as it is In the interest of 
every honest, industrious, law-abiding white 
man. 


Machines in the South. 


I believe that the surest way to render 


the movement impotent to help either the 


white man or the colored man in those 
regions of the south where the colored 
man is most numerous would be to try to re- 

at the course that has been followed by 
the Republican party in those districts for 
so many years, or to endeavor in the states 
in question to build up a Progressive party 
by the same methode which in those states 
have resulted in making the Re publican party 
worse than impotent. 

In the south the Democratic machine hes 
sought to keep itself paramount by encour- 
aging the hatred of the white man for the 
black; the Republican machine has sought 
to perpetuate itself by stirring up the. black 
man against the white, and surely the time 
has come When we should understand the 
mischief in both courses, and should a 
don both. 


Race Issue Works Harm. 

I believe that wherever the racial issue 
is permitted to bechme dominant in our poll 
tics it always works harm to both races. but 
immeasurably most harm to the weaker race 
I believe that in this movement only damage 
can result if we either abandon our ideals 
on the one hand, or on the other fall reso- 
butely to look facts in the face, however 
unpleasant these facts may be. 

For forty-five years the Republican party 
has striven to build up in the southern States 
in question a part; based on the theory that 
the pyramid will, unsupported, stand per- 
manently on its apex instead of on its base. 
For forty-five years the Republican party 
has endeavored in these states to build upa 
party in which the negro should de domi- 
nant, a party consisting almost exclusively 
of negroes. 

Those who took the lead in this experi- 
ment were actuated by high motives, and no 
one should now blame them because of what, 
with the knowledge they then had and under 
the then existing circumstances, they strove 
to do. But in actual practice the result has 
been lamentable from every standpoint. 

It has been productive of evil to the col- 
ored men themsclves; it has been productive 
only of evil to the white men of the south; 
and it has worked the gravest injury to, and 
finally the disruption and destruction of, the 
great Republican party itself. 


Breakup of Republican Party. 

“There has in the past been much 
veniality in Republican national con ven- 
tions In which there was an active contest 
for the nomination for president, for the 
most part among the negro delegates from 
these southern states. Finally, in the con- 
vention at Chicago last June, the breakup 
of the Republican party wae forced by those 
rotten borough delegates from the south. 


“It would be not merely foolish but crim- 


inal to disregard the teachings of such a 
lesson. The disruption and destruction of 
the Republican party,, and the fact that it 
hae been rendered tely impotent as an 
inatrument for anything but mischief in the 
country at large, have been brought about in 
large part by the effort to pretend that in 
the southern states a sham is a fact.” .

GAS USERS’ ACTION. DEAD. 


——- 


Asked Facts on Rates and Rela- 
tion of People’s and Mu- 
nicipal Companies. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 

Five hundred and seventy-nine suits have 
been found recently in the Circuit court: 
Not one of them has been called for trial or 
any, other purpose in ten years. No motions 
have been made with reference to th 
nor have any documents been filed relating 
to them. Yet they are on the docket, There 
they have slept soundiy without disturb- 
ance of any kind fora decade. Thé judges, 
if they ever knew, had forgotten about 
them. 

lt is highly Improbable that the present 
judges, with potstbly four exceptions, ever 
heard of the? suits, because the other ten 
have been elected since the suits were 
originally filed. In the ten years they have 
not been upon any judge's calendar, 50 he 
had no opportunity to know of their exist- 
ence. The records inditate no reason why 
the attorneys did not dall the attention of 
the court to the existence of the suits. 


Suits Involve Public Business. 

The suits, of course, refer to public busi- 
ness. Ail refer to the nonpayment of taxes 
and the price of gas. If the tax suits had 
been pushed to a conclusion the county 
would have had more revenue. If the gas 
suits had brought forth the information they 
sought to obtain the city of Chicago would 
have had some valuable data when it fixed 
the price of gas six years ago and again last 
year. 8 

The suits were drepped from the calendars 
in 1902, according to the clerk who has charge 
of making the calenéart. at the order of the 
then chief justice. For a few years he 
asked the succeeding chief justices if the 
cases should be placed on the calendar, and 
received a negative reply. Last week he put 
the same queetion to Jesse Baldwin. the 
newty elected chief justice. After recovering 


from his surprise Justice Baldwin ordered | 


the cases placed upon a calendar. He has 
privately asserted since that all of those 
cases must be disposed of this year. 

“ They will be either tried or stricken from 
the docket. he asserted. 


Tax Suits Number 536. 

The tax cases number 5356. They are the 
result of a political deal made by the county 
board Jan. 2, 1000. At that time a coneider- 
able amount of back taxes was outstanding. 
The board decided to turn over the job of 
collecting them te Attorney Robert S lies, 
who had associated with him Stillman Jamie- 
son. They were to receive 25 per cent of the 
amounts collected. 

An impression of the amount collected can 
be gained from a suit for an accounting 


Started a few years ago by Mr. Jamieson 


against Mr. lies. The former said that $40,- 
000 was involved in this sult. 3 

July 12, 1908, the county board passed a 
resolution terminating the contract with Mr. 
Ties, except for sixteen suits, which the board 
asserted must be closed by June 30, 1910. The 
preeent county attorney. Francis Wilson, has 
gent several letters to Mr. lies with refer- 
ence to closing up his business with the 
county, but to date a settlement has not 
been made. 


Suits Settled Are Unrecorded. 

How many sults were instituted by Mr. Illes 
ig uncertain, but 536 of them, instituted eleven 
and twelve years ago. are still pending. One 
of them, against the Philadelphia and Read- 
ing Coal and Iron company. filed June 21, 
1900, can be taken asunexample. This bill 
to foréclose for delinquent taxes recites that 
this company owes the county $322 in taxes, 
penalties, and interest for the years 1897, 1898, 
and 1889. On Aug. 7. 1901, an amended bill 
was filed asserting that the defendant, to- 
gether with the Oconto company and Robert 
R. and Blanche 8. Clarke, owed a total of 
$2,048 on the same property. 

The Clarkes filed a demurrer Aug. 14, 1901, 
and the coal and iron company did likewise 
seten days later. No other action has been 
taken in this case. The files of seven other 
were examined and no more progress has 
been made in disposing of them. 


Severe Penalties for Nonpayment. 

The penalties for nonpayment of taxes in 
some of these cases are severe. One suit 
against the town of Cirero, the Chicago Real 
Estate Loan and Trust company, and George 
F. Harding was filed July 14. 1900. The 
taxes amounting to $4.69 were not paid for 
the vear of 1884. The penalty for that de- 
linquency is $6.79, according to the bill. 

The forty-three suits against the People's 
Gas Light and Coke company were started 
by private citizens. Those bills, which are 
in the files, charge that the People’s com- 
formed a subsidiary organization 
known as the Municipal Gas company, which 
sold gas for 40 cents a thousand cubic feet. 
The People's company at that time was 
charging $1.10 for the same amount. 

The private citizens who were paying that 
amount wanted the company to accept 40 
cents. ‘The company refused and threat- 
ened to turn off the gas of the objectors un- 
less they paid $1.10 The objectors asked 
for an injunction to prevent the People’s 
eompany from shutting off their gas supply. 


Gas Information Not Given, 

In their applications for injunction the pe- 
titioners asked that the People’s company 
be brought into court and made to answer 
certain questions, of which the following are 
a few: 

Is there a contract between the People’s 
compahy and the Municipal company to 
supply gas to the latter? 

If such a contract exists, what are its 
terms, words and figures? When and by 
whom was it made? Was it.authorized by 
the board of directors of the People’s com“ 
pany? 

Accompanying one of these bills are two 
affidavits by solicitors for the Municipal com- 
They assert that the People’s com- 
pany then had twenty-four solicitors, and 
that fifteen or twenty of them were trans- 
ferred to the Municipal company. The af- 
fianés, assert, they were ordered to “call 
upon the customers of the Ogden Gas com- 
pany for orders for gas and meters. They 
were further told, according to the affidavit, 
that whenever they struck one of the cus- 
tomers of the People’s company they should 
get out of it as gracefully as possible with- 
out taking an order.” * 


Municipal Company a Dummy“?

pany supplied the Municipal company with 
gas end that the gas was supplied to ovs- 
tomers through the pipes of the People’s

The People’s company was incorporated in 
1955 and started business in Chicago four 
years later.

Dr. Nance Says Advantage Under 
Proposed Ordinance Would 
Be with Big Concerns.

Advantage for Small Dealers. 
On the othér hand the big concerns now 
pasteurizing all their milk will have to mark 
it plainly as pasteurized milk, which will 
piace their product on a scale below that of 
“ inspected milk. or else they will drop pas-

The attorney genera! of the United States 
and his subordinates should not be permitted 
to exercise an absolute discretion as to the 


institution of proceedings under the act of 


July 1, 1800, known as the Sherman anti- 
trust act, or other acts prohibiting combina- 
tions in restraint of trade. The parties in- 
juriously affected by such combinations 
should have access to the courts and the 
benefit of adequate and sufficient remedies 
for wrongs inflicted by such combinations.’ 


Three Bills Are Indorsed. 

The legislation, recommended by the ma- 
jority consist of ‘three bills. One of them. 
commonly known as the Brandeis bill, is de- 
signed to give an injured party the right to 
institute suit to prevent the organisation 
of a combination in restraint of trade. This 
bill also transfers the burden of proof to 
the defendant corporation to show that it is 
a combination within reasonable restraint 
of trade.“ The bill recommended by the 


committee has long been pending before con- 


gress, having been introduced by Senator 
La Follette and Representative Lenroot. 

Another bill would provide that no per- 
son who is engaged as an individual or as a 
member of a partnership, or a® a director 
or other officer, or an employé of a corpora- 
tion, in the business, in whole or in part, of 
manufacturing or selling railroad cars or 
locomotives or railroad rails or structural 
steel, or mining and selling coal shall act 
as a director or ether officer or employé of 
any railroad company which conducts an in- 
terstate commerce business. 

The third bill ts intended to hit at the sys- 
tem of interlocking directorates and would 
separate industrial from railroad business. 


Not Watered, but Deluged. 

The, effort of the committee to master the 
moves of the financiers who conceived and 
organized the steel corporation resulted in a 
maze of figures which showed enormous 
profits to those who were interested. In 
speaking of watered stocks the majority com- 
ment is: 

“In some instances stocks were not 
* watered in the ordinary acceptance of that 
term; they were literally deluged. The 
cost of constructing or reproducing the sev- 
eral plants constituting the combine was 
inconsequential as compared with the value 
of this new device for enjoying With im- 
munity an old and hitherto forbidden pri- 
vilege—an absolute monopoly in a valuable 
and necessary article of commerce. 

From Julian Kennedy, an engineer, the 
committee traced the development of the 
National Tube company, a subsidiary:of the 
United States Steel, by J. Plerpont Morgan. 
He told the committee that he investigated 
the condition of the tube trade and found 
that the actual value of these plants did 
not exceed $19,000,000, and that the owners 
were demoralized and disheartened.’ 


Gary Dinners’ Influence. 

Representative Beall of Texas made a 
study of the Gary dinners’ influences on the 
steel trade. He wrote that portion of the 
report which deals with them. His com- 
ment on them follows: 

‘Accepting the dinner of January, 1911, 
as fairly typical of the rest and the things 
said and done there as fairly representa- 
tive of the things said and done àt the others, 
we think the conclusion is irresistible that 
the Gary dinners were instituted as a means 
of conveying to the entire steel and iron 
industry information as to what the at- 
titude of the United States Stee! corporation 
was upon the questions of output and prices 
and of impressing upon all engaged in the 
industry that it was the part of wisdom 
and prudence to govern themselves accord- 
ingly.” 

Calls Panic Artificial. 

The part that United States Steel, the ab- 
sorption of the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
railroad company, President Roosevelt and 
Wall street financiers played in the panic of 
1907 is covered in the report, and the insinu- 
ation is made that the panic was an artificial 
one, designed for the benefit of the steel cor- 
poration. The committee says: 

„How a panic which had persistently re- 
sisted the combined efforts of the federal 
government and John D. Rockefeller and J. 
P. Morgan & Co. and remained in unabated 
fury after Morgan and Rockefeller had 
turned loose $60,000,000 and the federal treas- 
ury $25,000,000 more should suddenly be 
stilled by this manipulation of Grant B. 
Schlev's loans has not been explained either 
by Mr. Roosevelt or by any other witness. 

‘Yet it is urgently maintained that the 
panic continued prior to this magical scoop 
of securities and that the instant the steel 
corporation acquired the Tennessee Coal and 
Iron company’s stock it subsided instantly 
and permanently.“ 


Sterling for Regulation. 

Representative Sterling of Illinois submit- 
ted the following to the house: 

“J heartily favor governmental regula- 
tion of corporations engaged in interstate 
commerce. The first step in this direction is 
legislation providing for federal incorpora- 
tion. Such legislation should limit the cap- 
ttalization to the actual value of the corpo- 
rate property and thus eliminate from the 
commerce of the country that abominable fic. 
tion of values commonly called ‘ watered 
stock.’ 

Such legislation should provide for a sysa- 
tem of reports, to a commission or other 
government agency, giving full publicity t3 
the manner and purpose of the organization, 
its methods of doing business, and its profits 
It should provide for rigid supervision of all 
issues of securities and prohibit one corpo- 
ration from holding stock in another and 
limit the extent to which two or more corpo- 
raiions may have common directorates.”

Sugar Bill Only One to Which 
President Will Attach Sig- 
nature, Is Belief.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 2.—[Special.J—A 
tariff program that contemplates adjourn- 
ment of congress on or about Aug. 15 was 
framed today. | 

The plan of the leaders is to pass five bills 
affecting the revenue, put them up to Presi- 
dent Taft, who probably will veto at least 
four of them, and adjourn for the session. 

The revenue bilis that form the basis of 
the agreement are the measures revising the 
steel, wool, sugar, and cotton schedules of 
the tariff law and the excise bill that broad- 
ens the scope of the corporation tax law. 

On the tariff billie it is known that Presi- 
dent Taft will veto those reducing the rates 
on wool, steel, and cotton on the ground that 
the proposed revision is not based upon sci- 
entific inquiry by a government board. 

The sugar bill. which proposes a marked 
reduction inthe rates on that product as com- 
pared with free sugar as proposed by the 
house probably will be approved by the pres 
ident. There is a prospect that the president 
wil) vetosthe excise tax bill. 


Plan Adjournment Scheme. 

The plans for an early adjournment came 
to a head as a result of the agreement 
reached on the tariff program.’ The Demo- 
crats agreed with the senate leaders that 
unless there was prospect of approval by 
the president of tariff revision bills con- 
gress might just as well conclude its busi- 
ness at the earliest possible date. 

The plan tentatively agreed on is this: 

Both houses will rush through the wool 
bill which was agreed to in conference. The 
other revenue bills will then be pushed 
through as speedily as possible. The Demo- 
crats proposed, and the senate leaders agreed 
with them, that the! woo] bill should first 
be sent to the president and that on that 
measure Mr. Taft should formally give 
notice of his attitude toward Democratic 
tariff revision. 0 

Action will them be taken by congress on 
the steel, cotton, sugar, and excise bills. 
With the executive veto of the wool bill, the 
White House will receive in rapid succession 
the other four bills bearing on the revenues. 


See End in Two Weeks. 

It is the general expectation that the tari 
labors of congress can be completed within 
two. weeks 

In the meantime the other work now in 
hand will be done under forced pressure. 

The house today passed, 156 to 72, the cot- 
ton tariff revision’ bill, which the Demo- 
cratic majority elaime will reduce the du- 
tles approximately 21 per cent.

CONGRESS PLANS NEW BERTHS 
FOR COMMERCE COURT JUDGES. 


Senate and House Conferees Agree to 
Ask That the Five Men Be Trans- 
ferred to Circuit Bench. 


D. red Aug. 2.—The 
of the United States 
commerce court would be retained 
in office as circuit judges, by an agree- 
ment reached today by the house and senate 
conferees on the legislative, executive and 
judicial appropriation bill. The commerce 
court would be definitely abolished and its 
work turned over to the district courts in 
which the varlouk cases may have arisén. 

The senate had proposed that the five judges 
be immediately dropped from the judicial 
rolls. while the house proposed to keep them 
as circult judges, but not fill vacancies that 
might occur. In this matter the number of 
circult judges would/ultimately drop to 29, 
the number now ‘authorized by law. 

The conferencereport submitted to the sen- 
ate provides also for a modification of the 
civil service term, fixing it at seven years. 
After each term federal! civil employes would 
be required to again qualify for their places 
by examination dr otherwise.

When thee are overstim- 
ulated in youth it causes giants; an in- 
sufficient secretion causes dura. 

“We can feed dogs on the twyreid se- 
cretion, beginning en one dog the first 
month an another the second month and 
90 on, and produce a series of dogs of per- 
fectiy graduated sise. It ie like a fairy 
story. 

Another Gland Studied. 
“Another gland is the so-called pituitary 
body, which regulates the growth of the 
wide bones. Its stimulation causes a broad- 
ening of the face, jawa, and joints. Still 
another set of tiny glands, no larger than 
lentils, are attached to the outside of the 
thyroid gland. If these are removed the 
patient dies from violent lockjaw and con- 
vulsions. 

I may aleo mention the modern discovery 
that the mysterious organ, thé pancreas, le 
identified with the conversion of sugar. I 
‘believe it will be possible hereafter to cure 
diabetes by removing the pancreas wholly 
‘or in part. : 

“The surgery of the future will tend more 
and more to the prevention of disease, in- 
stead of being the last resort in desperate 
Cases. 


Germs Cause Rheumatism. 

It recently was discovered, for example, 
that rheumatism is due to germs usually en- 
tering some diseased organ, such as inflamed 
‘tonsils, and then settling in the joints. The 
removal of the tonsils or the inoculation of 
the biood with a germ cures rheumatism.

Transportation is provided under the reso- 
gution only for those who are receiving some 
ald in “shelter or sustenance” from the 
government at Ei Paso.

Another attorney took a hand yesterday 
in the dispute concerning the city’s present 
powers to construct a harbor base on the 
lake shore lands north of the river. George 
Packard 6f the law firm of Miller, Starr. 
Packard & Peckham, contended there is no 
foundation for the statement that the city 
is barred by any state claim to the lands 
now held by James A. Pugh. 

In a communication to Tur TriIsune, At- 
torney Packard said the assumption that the 
land belongs to the state because it is re- 
claimed land is a fallacy. He asserted there 
is no authority for the position taken by 
Corporation Counsel Sexton, upon which 
Mayor Harrison predicated his announce- 
ment that all harbor plans had been dropped 
pending action by the legislature in behalf 
ef the city. 


Says State Owns Land. 

Mr. Packard explained that as an associate 
of Edward 0. Brown while the latter was 
attorney for the Lincoln park board he had 
much to do with establishing the law of 
riparian and littoral rights in IIe 

“ Accordingly,’" he continued, I unhest- 
tatingly say there is no authority whatever 
in this state for the proposition that seems 
to give Mr. Bexton pause—-that reclaimed 
land belongs to the state of Illinois. Indeed. 
our Bupreme court hase at least twice held the 
other way. 

There ie no question whatever that the 
title to the submerged land of Lake Mich!- 
gan, so long as it remains under water, de- 
longs to the people of the state of Iliinoels, in 
trust, nevertheless, for the purpose of con- 
serving it for public uses. That ise to say. 
the people through the legisiature cannot gel! 
the bed of the lake for private uses. They 
can, however, dispose of it for public pur- 
poses, as was done in the case of Lincoln 
park. 


State Can Oust. Private Piers. 

“It is further @ well established principle 
of common law which our Supreme court 
adopted in the Revell care that ahy unau- 
thorized intrusion on the submerged land by 
a riparian owner in the form et a plier for 
the purpose of making land by the action 
of the wind and waves was 4 purpresture. 
subject to remove! as a nuisance on informa- 
tion filed by the attorney general, and in no 
other way. The cause of the increment ir’ 
the land could be removed, but not the land 
so made. 

“That depends in turn upon the principle 
that all accretione—that ts, all additions to 
the land of a riparian owner, nowever mad: 
—belonged to him. That le the fundamente! 
riparian right, which together with the righ: 
of access to the water constitute the only 
riparies rights of value today in this state 
Bo that under the established law in this 
state today the moment submerged lands be- 
come uncovered they cease to be submerged 
land and also cease to remain the property 
of the state of Lilinois. 


Owner Can't Fill In Shore. 

“By the same token when land hae been 
reciaimed and a rise in the water level, or 
the action of a season's storms covers it up 
or washes it away, the title to that land 
rests again in the state eo far as it becomes 
submerged land. and it ceases to be a pari 
of the riparian owner's Gomain 

Now it is true that a riparian owner hee 
no right to fill in below his water line any 
more than he has a right to build out a pier 
for the same purpose below his waterline 
But where land is actually made without le: 
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and whether with or without sanction of 
law, it becomes his land and no one can take 
it away from him except through condemna- 
tion. There is nothing in the doctrine of pur- 
prestures that allows the state to step in and 
confiscate the plers that make the land The 
state's right ie confined to their destruction. 


Can’t Confiscate Made Land. 

“The court can order purprestures re- 
moved and destroyed on the ground that 
they are intrusions on the public domain. 
but will not order the land conflecated that 
has been made by the presence of the pur- 
prestures. 

“So with filling—the state may stop the 
filling, but it cannot take away the title 
to the land once it is reclaimed. The preser- 
vation of the public rights in the submerged 
land ia to be accompished by eternal vigti- 
ance on the part of the attorney general 
not by sitting back and seeing land made on 
the theory that it by se doing becomes the 
land of the state. 

It the falee premise that reclaimed land 
belongs to the state is properly understood 
by lawyere as well as laymen and ia aban- 
doned as it should be and ultimately must 
be, I feel we should have no more delay in 
accomplishing the creation of the much 
needed outer harbor. The defendant in the 
condemnation is not the state of Illinois, but 
the owners of the land whose boundaries 
have been extended by filling, which a com- 
plaisant attorney general took no steps to 
prevent at the time it was being done.”

JUDGE GIVES HIM SCORING. 


Court Declares a Debtor Should Not 


Live in Luxury. 


New York, Aug. &-—([Special.}—United 
States District Judge Hand today pronounced 
Martin J. Condon, president of the American 
Snuff company, a bankrupt. Condon’ was 
the associate of Wiliam J. Cummins, Joseph 
B. Reichmann, and Charles A. Moore Jr. in 
the Carnegie Trust company and other cor- 
porations. He was a director in the Carne 
gie Trust company, which collapsed, and his 
affairs became involved. Condon’s liabilities 
are said to amount to nearly $5,000,000. A 
piece of property valued at §300,000 is believed 
to be practically his only aseet. 

For more than sixteen months Condon, 
reinforced by some of hie judgment cred- 
tors, has been fighting the attempt to throw 
him inte bankruptcy. Judgments of $120,000 
were taken against him, most of which were 
made liens on his real estate. 


Allowance to Family. 

The creditors who desired to put him inte 
bankruptcy succeeded when they proved that 
he had been paying 000 as a monthly eliow- 
ance to his adult son and $1,000 « month te 
his wife for household expenses. 

Condon esserted that both payments were 
for the support of hie ani and so were 
exempt under the bankruptcy law. He piead- 
ed that he should be allowed to continue the 
kind of life to which he wes ecoustomed, 
since it had grown necessary to him. 

Judge Hand disposed of this contention 
thus: 

A man must consent to live in e niggard- 
ly fashion if he leaves his debts unpald. and 
the hardship which it involves is one of the 
considerations he must weigh when he in- 
cures debts. There are few greater ecandals 
in the law than for a men to live handsomely 
while his creditors get nothing. 


uch Conduct Intolerable. 

“Tf he would discharge his debts, let him 
go threugh bankruptey. That is what the 
law allows. But te continue te withhold 
from existing crediters enough to live in « 
way which to nineteen out of twenty men 
seems not only great comfort but incredible 
huzury te intoleralie in a community which 
professes at least not te recognize socia! 
classes. 


Den tf Condon hed actually veed in Nu. 
ing what he withdrew, 1 should therefore 
be. In the absence of controlling authority. 
unwilling te agree that the sum of $1,600 
was necessary for the vee of hie family for 
the ensuing month—that . until the next 
lustaliment of salary ehould come due, out of 
which he might again reserve what was nec 
eouary.”’ 


Criticises Wife's Allowance. 

Judge land also made a searching analy - 
sis of Condon's contention that the $1.40 a 
month allowance to Mra. Conden was for 
necessities, observing: 

“It is quite apparent that it. in fact. ex- 
ceeded the necessities of the family because 
part of it she gave away tn charitable uses 
and more than half she nonestly turned back 
to the receiver. When a man te in debt. he 
may not provide an ailowance to himeeif of 
$12,000 a year and to his son of $7.20,"

T grocer says it is a low estimate to 
say that he sells 100 cases of . 
salmon, forty-eight cans to the case, 
duri the summer season alone—per- 
habe 406) cans in all. He does a large 
3 but when we realize that he is but one 
of tens of thousands selling this product we 
can begin to imagine statistically what is the 
consumption of this fish. ’ 
| The demand for canned salmon grows every 
year and the call for it is far greater than 
for canned meats, sardines, or any of the other 
neh This was formerly used chiefly by people 
who served makeshift meals, but now it is 
much used as a salad or other accessory to fine 
repasts. It is popular with chaffng dish cooks 
who serve it with little or much garnished 
sauces, made dainty with grated bread crumbs. 
Buyers now know the red saimon is not the 
best grade. They used to think it was, unless 
they happened to be brought up in a salmon 
region, and before the pure food laws prevented 
it this fish was often colored because of the 
demand for the reddest variety. The salmon 
of the smaller rivers, the clean, cool rivers, has 
always been of the lighter color, as well as of 
a more delicate texture. 
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been ot the great demand for it and de- 
cause of certain rather interesting but arbi- 
trary conditions connected with the canning, 
the price of canned salmon has risen 3 good 
deal. 

The little fish cutlet—a made cutlet—is popu- 
lar nowadays with a frilled toothpick plume of 
paper. The girls at the domestic science schools 
and the hotel chefs especially delight in mak- 
ing these. The following recipe is by one of 
the latter who says “many kinds of fancy and 
palatable dishes may be made of salmon.” 
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CUTLETS OF SALMON WITH PEAS (Louis) 
Prepare one cup of thick cream sauce. Have 
one pound of cooked salmon broken in pleces, 
free from skin and bones, and add it to the 
white sauce and let it simmer for a few min- 
utes. Season to taste. Mix the yolks of two 
eggs with two tablespoonfuls of cream and 
stir this into the fish and cook for another 
minute. Remove from the fire and spread on 
a platter to cool. When cold form into cutlets, 
dip in flour, beaten egg, and bread crumbs and 
fry in deep fat. Drain well and put on a plat- 
ter. Surround them with green peas and put 
in fancy paper frills (stabs) in the cutlets. 

The cream or white sauce for these will need 
to have a scant three tablespoons of butter to 
about five tablespoons of flour. Precise cooks 
now reserve the name of cream sauce for sauces 
actually made with cream after the manner 
of the white sauce made of milk, butter, and 
flour. 

If any one has @ good croquette recipe she 
can use it for her cutlets. The egg and cream 
are not necessary, and if a leftover and rather 
thin white sauce is used, cracker crumbs may 
be added to thicken the mixture. 
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FORCED SALMON—Mash one-half can of 
salmon with a fork. To one-half cup of rich 
milk add three or four tablespoons of fine 
bread crumbs, heat hot and add one tablespoon 
of butter, two ten eggs, a dash of paprika, 
and a little salt. Mix well. Have cups well 
buttered and lined. with cooked macaroni! and 
fll them with the salmon. Set cup in a pan 
of hot water and bake twenty minutes. Serve 
hot.

The trouble with the Russian novelists ap- 
pears to be their predilection for the mon- 
strous.

The Progressive state convention, which 
meets in Chicago today, is the peculiar prod- 
uct of an extraordinary political year. 

The growing movement for popular con- 
trol of party government met an abrupt 
check in-the Republican national convention 
when the overwhelming choice of the voters 
was defrauded of the nomination by a com- 
bination of office holders and exploiters of 
government resources through the misuse ot 
party rules. 

The natural result has beer the continua- 
tion of the popular candidacy. 

This candidacy could have been put be- 
. fore the people by the delegates representing 
the Republican states at the last national 
convention or by the affirmative action of 
the candidate himself, or by the straightfor- 
ward action of a campaign committee. 

Instead of these, the plan adopted is the 
old convention system as it was before any 
reforming laws were passed. The conven- 
tion which meets today is as hand picked as 
ever a convention was. 

In so far as national politics are concerned, 
the convention is of little moment. Its can- 
didate was selected by the pedple months 
ago, and ratification by the convention is 
mere formality. | 

The delegates, however, will affect public 
affairs by the impression which they convey 
to the public mind. If in their deliberations, 
platforms, and especially the rules they 
adopt for their future government they show 
a spirit of personal sacrifice for the general 
welfare, they will strengthen their move- 
ment by the contrast they will make with 
the sordid and the unscrupulous behavior of 
the dominating figures in the Chicago con- 
vention of last June. If they try to secure 
the same kind of domination of the new party 
that caused the revolt from the old, if they 
give basis to the charge that lust for office 
is the mainepring of their action, or if they 
display a reckless disregard of the public 
» welfare in selection for offices unrelated to 
national politics, they will do more injury to 
the cause of progress in one meeting than 
the most unscrupulous reactionaries can ever 
accomplish.

Question 8: Does pasteurization harm 
milk ? ; 

Answer—The authorities who have 
written during the last five years are 
pretty well agreed that pasteurized milk 
is more whol#some, more nutritious, and 
more easily ere than raw milk. The 
New Tork 
these points is conclusive. The depart- 
ment of agriculture, in bulletin 126, takes 
up the points raised by the opponents of 
pasteurized milk. It investigated every 
one of them. It studied questions, as: 
Does pasteurized milk sour? Do bac- 
teria multiply mote rapidly in paeteur- 
ized than in raw milk? Does pasteurized 
milk putrefy more rapidly than raw mar- 
ket milk? As the result of the research 
it finds that the opponents of pasteuriza- 
tion are wrong on every point raised. 
And, finally, the national government. 
the commission on milk standards of the 
New York milk committee, and every 
city health department that has passed 
on the subject within three years advo- 
cate pasteurization.

Question 4: Will these ordinances put 
the smal) dealer out of business? 
Answer—No. Why? When the ord- 
nances went into effect, in 1900, the num- 
ber of small dealers, so far from de- 
creasing, actually increased slightly. The 
cost of installing a pasteurizer is less 
than the cost of a horse. A careful man 
can pasteurise milk by setting a milk 
can in a vat of hot water. In 1909 some 
of the small dealers went together and 
installed a codperative steurizer . or 
formed a new company. erybody who 
tried to meet the requirements of the or- 
dinance was able to do so one way or 
another. 
- The cost of pasteurizing milk is from 
1-80 to 1-10 cent a quart. The cost of 
delivering milk and collecting for it is 1 
cent a quart. So far from putting the 
little fellow out of business, it is gener- 
ally recognized and usually acknowledged 
that but for the milk ordinances, which 
compel cleanliness and sanitation, the lit- 
tle fellows would be put out of business.

rand-Perigord, who is the Duke of Tal- 
leyrand and of Perigord, as well hus- 
band of Anna Gould. 

Count Helle is not a Frenchman but a Prus- 
sian, and is the elder of the two sons of Count 
Archambault de Talleyrand Perigord, who 
fought on the German side in the war of 
1870-71, as a colonel of Prussian cavalry, 
much to the disgust of his elder brother, Mar- 
quis Maurice de Talleyrand-Perigord, Duo 
de Dino. 

The duke whe fought en the French side 
was gazetted to a knighthood in the Legion 
of Honor for conspicuous gallantry under 
fire, but he declined to acoept the distinction 
on the ground that his only brother was in 
the ranks of the enemy, and that he would be 
perfectly satisfied if his.own record could be 
held to obliterate the disgrace brought upon 
the family in France by Count Archambault’s 
conduct. 

As the Duo de Dino has no son, either by his 
first and divoreed American wife, Miss Bes- 
sie Curtis of Boston, now known as the Mar- 
quise de Talleyrand-Perigord, nor yet by his 
second and diverced American consort, who 
died two weeks ago as Mra. Adele Livingston 
Sampson in Paris, both his marquisate and 
his dukedom will go on his death to his Prus- 
sian brother, Archambault, and afterwards 
to Count Helle, who is just thirty years of 
age.

If Count Archambault became a Prussian, 
instead of remaining French like his elder 
brother, it was because he inherited a large 
portion of the German property of his grand- 
mother, the firgt Duchesse de Dino, by birth 
@ princess of Courland and of Sagan. 

The duchess elder son, Louis, inherited 


her Sagan property, which is now held by 


German trusteés for the three-year-old sop 
of Anna Gould and the Duo de Talleyrand- 
Perigord. 

~ The little boy is by the kaiser’s consent 
fourth Prince de Sagan, and a serene high- 
ness, the latter a predicate which neither of 
his parents enjoy. 

The first Duchesse de Dino's other German 
estates went to her younger son, Alexander, 
Duc de Dino, who left his German property 
to his younger gon, Archambault, and his 
French estates to his elder son, Maurice. 
Both Archambault and Maurice are grand- 
sons of Edmond de Talleyrand-Perigord, ne- 
phew of the great statesman. - 

Edmond's wife, the firat Duchesse de Dino 
above mentioned, did the honors at the house 
of her husband's uncle, the statesman, 
throughout the last twenty-five years of his 
life, and was his most devoted confidante, 
friend and counselor. 

She brought about his reconciliation, dur- 
ing his last Ulness, to the Roman Catholio 
church, which he had quitted at the time of 
the revolution ag Bishop of Autun, and her 
singularly interesting memoirs and corre- 
spondence have recently been published on 
both sides of the Atlantic. 

Count Helle has a younger brother, Count 
Alexander, a lieutenant of Prussian hussars, 


who was over here a couple of years ago, and 


falsely reported married to a German

Emgiand by the chancellor of the exchequer, 
David Lioyd-George, and the present Liberal 
administration.

Lord Vernon, head of his house, is half an 
American, bis mother being a daughter of the 
late Francis C. Lawrence of New York. 

The widowed Lady Vernon has long been 
an invalid, and her two boys, Lord Vernon, 
and his younger brother, as well as his sister, 
were brought up to a great extent under the 
Suardianship of their uncla the Hon. W- 
uam Verpon, married to the daughter of Gen. 
Daniel M. Frost of St. Louis, Mo. 

The Vernons can boast of being one of the 
dest families in England, being descended 
from that Richard de Vernon who accompa- 
nied the conqueror from Normandy, and was 
one of the seven barons created by Hugh Lu- 
pus, the great Earl of Cheater. j 

They settled at Haddon hall in Derbyshire, 
over 600° years ago, and one of them, Sir 
Henry Vernon, Lord of Haddon, was gover- 
nor and treasurer to Prince Arthur, elder 
brother, of Henry VIII. 

Arthur spent much of his time at Haddon 
hall with his governor, who was the srand- 
father of that Dorothy Vernon whose elope- 
ment with Sir John Manners furnished so 
picturesque @ romance, and carried Haddon 
hall inte the family of its present owner, the 
Duke of Rutland. 

The name of Venables, prefixed to the ba- 
tronymio of Vernon by means of a hyphen, 
comes to Lord Vernon by the marriage of one 
of his ancestors, Sir Henry Vernon, 
member of parliament for Staffordshire, with 
the granddaughter and helress of Sir Peter 
Venables, the last of the Venables lords of 
Kinderton.

The son of this marriage was elevated to 
the peerage as Lord Vernon by George II. and 
the barony of Kinderton was likewise revived 
in his favor, in view of the fact that he had 
inherited all the extensive Venables estates. 

This first Lord Vernon married the grand- 
Gaughter of Lord High Chancellor Viscount 
Haroourt and sister of Simon. Ear! Harcourt, 
who died without issue. The earidom became 
extinct, but the family estates devolved upon 
the second of his sister's sons, Edward Ver- 
non, Archbishop of York, who assumed, in 
obedience to his uncle's will, the name of Har- 
court, in lieu of that of Vernon.

Misunderstood Quenes in ‘Expo’ 
Appropriation Request. 


REPLIES TO “THE TRIBUNE.” 


Senator Deélares Deafness Was Hand- 


icap in Answering Questions. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 2.—[Special.]—Tue 
CHICAGO TRIBUNE'S denunciation of Senator 
Bradley of Kentucky for the misrepresenta- 
tion by which the senate was Induced to ap- 
prove temporarily a $250,000 appropriatiton 
for the semi-centern!al American Emanci- 
pation Exposition company brought forth 
an explanation from the Kentuckian on the 
floor of the senate this afternoon, 

Mr. Bradley denied he had resorted to men- 
dacity to obtain approval of the appropria- 
tion. He said his apparent misrepresenta- 
tion of the facts at the time was due to de- 
fective hearing as.a result of which he was 
unable to understand the questtions pro- 
pounded to him. He did not undertake, how- 
ever, to explain all of the misrepresentation 
involved. 

On July 24, as the sundry civil appropria- 
tion bill was about to pass the senate, Mr. 
Bradley offered an amendment adding an 
appropriation of $250,000 for the Negro Eman- 
cipation company, a private concern incor- 


porated in Georgia which is organizing the 
celebration. 


Bradley Replies to Bacon. 
Senator Bacon asked for an explanation. 
Senator Bradley responded: 
The senator from Georgia will remember 
that some time ago we had up and discussed 
at length the question of an appropriation for 


a semi-centennial celebration of the act of | 
emancipation, and that act passed unani- + 


mously. The object of this amendment is to 
appropriate the money for the purpose of 
providing for that exposition.” 

In using the word act Senator Bradley 
conveyed the impression that the bill au- 
thorizing the exposition had become a law, 
for not until a bill passes both houses and 
is signed by the president does it become an 

act of congress. The fact was that the 
bill authorizing the exposition had passed 
the senate only and is now pending in the 
house, where it has little chance of passage. 

Did nod that act itself make an appro- 
priation?’’ Senator Crawford inqutred ot Sen- 
ator Bradley. 

It did not.“ replied Bradley. 


Senate Satisfied with Plea. 

Thus satisfied with the explanation by the 
Kentuckian, the senate accepte@ the amend- 
ment. The fact was that the bill which 
previously passed the senate carried an ap- 
propriation for $250,000. But on account of 
the failure to get favorable action in the 
house Bradley had a better chance of put- 
ting the appropriation through in the sundry 
civil bill. 

A few minutes later Senator Bacon, who 
had investigated the matter, stated that 
there had been a misunderstanding if it was 
thought the amendment which was asked 
for by the senator from Kentucky (Mr. 
Bracley) was to carry out existing law. The 
bill has passed the senate, but it has not 
passed the house.“ 

Mr. President,” said Senator Borah, I 
understood that the $250,000 which was ap- 
propriated for an exposition or for a cele- 
bration was based on the supposition that it 
was to carry out existing law. Do I under- 
stand now that there is no law for it? 

None.“ replied Senator Bacon. 

“From some source or other we got that 
impression,’ rejoined Senator Borah. 

Bradley was not in the chamber at this 
time, having left as soon as his amendment 
had been accepted. Later Senator Smith of 
Georgia made a pofnt of order against the 
appropriation and it was eliminated. 


Bradley Explains to Senate. 

In his explanation in the senate today Mr 
Bradley said in part: 

My attention has been called to a severe 
Stricture in a leading newspaper on my ac- 
tion on the 24th of July, concerning the 
amendment proposed by me to the**eundry 
civil bill, providing for an appropriation 


for the holding of the semi-centennia! an- 


niversary exposition and for gether purposes, 
charging among other things that I was 
guilty of mendacity. I promptly reviewed 
the proceeding in the record and discovered, 
much to my surprise, that misunderstand- 
ing a question propounded by the senator 
from South Dakota, Mr. Crawford, I had 
unwittingly given an incorrect answer. 

“Tris grew out of my defective hearing 
which at that time was greatly augmented 
by a cold. Showing the extent of that dis- 
ability, I refer to the fact that although 
the presiding officer, Mr. Gallinger, an- 
nounced after the vote that the amendment 
had passed, misunderstanding his ruling 
I called for the yeas and nays, whereupon 
he explained that the amendment had al- 
ready been adopted. 


No Misrepresentation, He Says. 

„It appears from the record that the 
senator from South Dakota, speaking of the 
exposition act, asked: Did not that act 
itself make an appropriation?’ To which I 
‘It did not.’ 

In offering the amendment I had in mind 
the fact that as the house had not passed 
the bill making the appropriation, the amend- 
ment was open to a point of order, and 
hence I understood the senator as making 
an inquiry concerning the action. of the 
house and when I made the answer expected 
him to raise the point of order. 

It is no less than ridiculous to suppose 
that I should have answered his question 
in the negative with any purpose of mis- 
representation; first, because nothing could 
have been gained by the answer, and, sec- 
ondly, becauee three-fourths of the senators 
present knew it was manifestly untrue. 

„ am criticised in the article mentioned 
for attempting to procure an appropriation 
for the benefit of a private corporation.
